WHEAT VS. CORN AS FEED FOR 
LIVE STOCK. 


Under ordinary conditions, corn 
ought to sell for about half the price 
of wheat. Under present conditions, 
old corn and new wheat are selling 
at about the same price per hundred 
pounds. We are having many in- 
quiries as to their relative feeding 
value. That depends on what you 
are feeding them to. For fattening 
hogs, that is for hogs during the 
last six weeks of feeding, there is no 
feed as cheap as corn at 50 cents per 
bushel unless it would be corn at 40 
cents, but for the young stock, say 
pigs up to 125 pounds weight, wheat 
is cheaper at the present price than 
corn and should be fed without stint. 
If the farmer has wheat to sell and 
corn to buy, while it will pay him to 
sell his wheat and buy corn to finish 
his hogs, it will not pay him to sell 
his. wheat and buy corn either to feed 
to shoats, sows and suckling pigs, or 
to calves or lambs. Feed them 
wheat. 

David describes the highest pros- 
perity of Israei to be when they were 
fed with the finest of wheat. We do 
not say feed the finest of wheat to the 
hogs first, but feed the screenings; 
feed the damaged wheat; feed wheat 
which for any reason will not sell at 
the highest market price. When this 
is done, do not hesitate to feed them 
the finest of the wheat. There is no 
more harm in feeding wheat to hogs 
and cattle than feeding corn. Both 
are food for man and beast and we 
would feed whatever has the most 
feeding value in it for the purpose 
for which it is being used. In the 
winter wheat sections, large amounts 
will be used this year for feeding 
purposes because their corn is short. 
If a large portion of the wheat is 
this year fed to hogs, calves and 
sheep, it will go far toward increasing 
the prices for the remainder that is 
to be used as’ human food. The far- 
mer should have no use for sentiment. 
Feed what has the greatest feeding 
value at present without regard to 
price in the future. 


THE MANAGEMENT OF SORGHUM 


We have been greatly interested in 
watching the sorghum fields about 
Des Moines and elsewhere in the 
country this year, and sometimes feel 
that all our advice given with regard 
to the curing of it has been in vain. 
It is naturally to be expected, for the 
farmers are getting all sorts of con- 
trary and inconsistent advice on this 
subject. Those who do not know any- 
thing about it are advising that it 
can be cured more or less like hay. 
This is the thing we have con- 
tinually advised them not to do. We 
saw a large field last week which a 
farmer had evidently cut and allowed 
to lie some time, probably a week, 
until it was all brown and quite dry, 
and was raking it up in windrows 
and we suppose intended to do like 
his neighbors, and put it in small 


one 
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cocks. This last is another thing we 
have advised not to do. . 

There are but two ways of curing 
sorghum right. The way in Ne- 
braska and Kansas is to drill it in as 
we have recommended and then cut 
it with a binder and shock it. This 
is the easiest and cheapest way of 
cutting sorghum, and if one could 
always be sure of the right kind of 
a season, it would be the proper way 
the country over. In some _ seasons, 
however, sorghum cut and bound in 
this way will mold; therefore, it is 
safest in the longitude of Des Moines 
aud east to broadcast in the 
month of June, on well prepared 
land, at the rate of about 60 pounds 
of germinable seed per acre, and let 
it stand until after the first frost, 
then cut and put immediately into 
cocks of 500, 600 or 700 pounds. It 
will take five or six men to keep up 
with the mower. 

We have before us a sample put up 
in this way and taken from a cock 
veighing 800 pounds, which is per- 
fect, and one ton of it is worth two 
tons of sorghum which somebody 
misinformed has been trying to cure. 
Surely it is a simple thing to prepare 
your land well, wait until the weather 
is hot enough, sow as we have sug- 
gested, forget about it until “the frost 
is on the pumpkin and the corn is in 
the shock,” then cut and shock, and 
again forget about it until you want 
to feed it. If farmers will follow this 
plan they will hit it; if they do not, 
there are nine chances in ten that 
they will miss it east of the longitude 
of Des Moines. 





POCKET GOPHERS. 


A correspondent asks if there is any 
way to get rid of pocket gophers. He 
has tried trapping with a steel trap 
but with poor succe-s. He has usea 
strychnine, the amount of a wheat 
grain in a small potato, but finds that 
they do not eat the potatoes or else 
thrive on them. 

The best advice we can give is to try 
again. We know farmers who are 
quite successful in trapping them 
with an ordinary steel trap and have 
the satisfaction of knowing that they 
are disposed of properly. Others suc- 
ceed by poisoning with strychnine. 
Where there are not too many of them, 
the trapping is preferable because, if 
successful, you know that you have 
them. 

Will not some of our correspondents 
who have _ succeeded in trapping 
gophers tell us just how they set the 
trap, and tell it so plainly that their 
example may be imitated? 





A CORN FODDER PROBLEM. 


We know of no subject more in- 
teresting just now to farmers of the 
West than the proper method of 
handling corn fodder, or rather of 
securing the entire crop of corn in- 
stead of three-fifths of it. The agri- 
cultural implement men are studying 
the subject quite as thoroughly as 
the farmers. Cutting corn by hand is 
out of the question wherever the farm- 
er grows more than a few acres for 
the simple reason that there are not 
hands enough in the corn growing 
region to cut it in time. Some kind of 
labor saving machinery had to. be 
adopted. 

The first was the corn sled and was 
in itself a great advance. It was de- 
signed in the first place by farmers 
themselves. The implement men took 
hold of it and naturally improved on 
their work. They would have been 
poor excuses if with their superior 
advantags they did not produce a 
better machine than the farmer could 
make.

next step was the corn har- 

This did not and does not 
cheapen the cost very much, 
but it makes possible a greater use 
of horse power and somewhat less 
labor, and besides enables the farmer 
to bind his fodder and thus makes 
it more easy to handle. 

The Deering folks, and we have 
no doubt others will follow suit, are 
now introducing a corn shocker. This 
is simply a corn binder without the 
binder attachment and in its stead 
a revolving table which takes’ the 
corn from the cutter, works it into 
a compact, solid shock of about 150 
hills, keeping it upright all the while, 
and when the shock is formed it lifts 
it off and sets it to one side after 
binding it with common binder twine 
near the middle. We have seen this 
work on husked corn and are satis- 
fied that it will prove a success and 


| a@ labor saver. One man and three 

| horses will cut and shock, from four 
to five acres per day and leave the 
shocks in rows in the field or at one 
end. It breaks off but little corn and 
this is carried with the shock. It is, 
therefore, worthy of the thorough 
study of farmers who want to save 
their whole corn crop. 

No matter what way is adopted, 
the handling of cci:u fodder will be 
expensive. It is mainly a question 
as to whether the «\pense will be for 
labor or for macninery. The har- 
vester is a time iver; we _ believe 
the shocker will be both a time saver 
and a labor’ saver. Farmers are 
largely indebted to the manutfac- 
turers of agricultu:a! machinery tor 
the solution of this ali-important corn 
fodder problem.

ture lodging. ‘there are twelve days 
between the 4th of July and the loth, 
the date at which the medium varie- 
ties mature in the latitude of Les 
Moines, in which the crop hangs in 
the balance. In our own experience, 
we ‘have found the early oats, grown 
siue by side on the same land witi 
side oats, yield the largest crop in 
bushels and in weight four years out 
of tive. When everything is just right 
for the late oats, they will outyield 
the earlier. On this subject Profes- 
sor Atkinson writes: 

“I find a little complaint among 
our farmers here concerning the ten- 
dency of the Karly Champion to run 
out, as they call it, or revert, as I 
call it. Now, that has not been our 
experience here, and I believe that it 
has been due to the fact that we pay 
special attention to cleaning our 
seed. We use a fanning mill with a 
very strong wind, by which we blow 
over all the light grains. ‘This I con- 
suer exceedingly important, and | 
would advise you to dwell on this 
matter before your readers. I think 
t can stand by you in ail you have 
said about the Early Champion oats, 
but now that this variety has been 
disseminated widely you cannot do 
better than inform your readers of 
the best method of keeping up its 
vielding qualities.” 

This brings up a matter which we 
have been turning over in our mind 
for some time. We believe that every 
kind of grain will revert, or, as the 
farmers say, run out, unless they 
take special pains in cleaning their 
seed. ‘Lhis is one of the very lamest 
points in general farm _ practice. 
»nink a minute. How many of your 





neighbors have a good fanning mill, 
one that will grade their wheat or 
small grain? We had two on our 
Adair county farm and put up one 
of them at a and eould not get 
even a bidder. If our readers will 
provide themselves with a fanning 
mill, and that a good one, even if it 
is a company concern, and before the 
time of cats seeding comes screen 
out the heaviest grains and blow out 
ail the light ones, and sow seed of 
this kind, first treating it with for- 
maldehyde for smut, and then take 
.aeir best two, three or four acres 
of oats, thrash it by itself for seed, 
and prepare the seed in the same 
way for years, there will be no com- 
plaint of oats or any other kind of 
“rain running out. This carelessness 
with reference to seed grain is one 
of the weakest points in the farming 
operations of the western states. 

Why is it that so much better re- 
sults are obtained with large seed 
nan with small. First, vigor in 
plants is as important as vigor in 
animals. It is the most vigorous 
plants that produce the largest 
grains; hence, in sowing the large 
grains you get the seed from the 
most vigorous plants and, therefor=. 
sue most perfect seed. 

Second, with the exception of the 
germ, the entire seed is intended to 
maintain the plant until it gets its 
roots in the ground and its blades 
to the air. It serves the same pur- 
pose that milk does for the young 
animal. The larger the seed, the 
more of this nourishment is at hand, 
and hence the plant gets started at 
once to a vigorous, energetic life. Tt 
is, therefore, capable of producing a

This, however, is not all nor near 
all. it has cut short the exports 
corn to such an extent that one hi 
cred and twenty-.our steamers 
now laid up in New York for lack 
corn freight. Experts estimate t! 
one hundred thousand tons of oc: 
cargo space are tied up in New Yor 
about the same amount in Philac: 
phia and smaller amounts in all t 
other seaports. ‘lhis lack of freig 
across the ocean has had its eff: 
on other industries. It has cut the 
price of carrying coal about one-ha 
and general cargoes in nearly tl 
same proportion. General cargos 
from the gulf to Denmark that fi 
merly brought $4 to $5 a ton are now 
taken for $3.12, and the wheat rates 
have fallen to such a low point that 
it is actually cheaper to use the ships 
for elevators and let them haul th: 
wheat back and forth across the At 
lantic, rather than pay the Liverpoo 
charges for storage. More than this 
it has knocked the bottom out of the 
prices of store cattle in Great Britain 
Farmers who have such cattle find 
that they are not worth any more 
per head after the summer’s pastur 
age than when they were turned on 
grass last spring. 

These are some of the far-reaching 
effects of seventeen successive days 
with a maximum temperature of from 
105 to 110 degrees. It will be a full 
year before we recover from the sex 
ondary effects of this calamitou 
heated term.’ The loss has 
severe one. Some farmers and some 
business men have been in a positicn 
to make immediate profit out of the 
adversity of others, put it is 
possible to disguise the fact that on 
the whole the loss of the corn crop 
has seriously damaged general inter- 
ests over a large portion of the com 
mercial world.

IOWA FACTORIES. 

Mr. C. F. Wennerstrum, labor con 
missioner, has just issued the ninth 
biennial report of ihe Bureau cf La 
bor statistics. Aithough Grove 
Cleveland is reported to have 
observed that lowa is supposed to 
be an agricultural state, its manufac 
turing interests ure much larger than 
the public generally suppose. Out of 
a population of 2,251,555, according to 
the census of 1900, live in in- 
corporated towns and cities. ‘The in- 
crease in the town population in ten 
years is 281,612, while the increase in 
the rural or country population 
but 38,247; in other words, the towns 
are increasing nearly eight times as 
fast as the country population. While 
a large per cent of this increase 1s 
made up of retired farmers, neverthe 
less there is quite a considerable in- 
crease in factories. ‘he number of 
manufacturing establishments has 
nearly doubled in ten years. rhe 
capital invested has increased 32 per 
cent and the earners 14° per 
cent. 

The commissioner points out the 
need of closer factory inspection, es 
pecially with reference to sanitary 
concitions, water closets, better heat 
‘n2 and ventilation, fire escapes. 
daizerous machinery, boilers and 
child labor. Acc« rding to the census 
there are nearly 2.000 children under 
sixteen years engaged in 
some of them as young as 
and many twelve and 
insists that fourteen years be the 
limit. Mr. Wennerstrum is a 
very careful, judicious, conscientious 
man and his suggestions are worthy 
of the careful consideration of the 
incoming legislature. 
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SCAB IN SHEEP. 
Our readers who buy feeding sheep 
from the range should be on the look- 


out for scab. Many of the ranges 
are cutirely free from scab; on others 
it is more or less prevalent. ‘They 
shou see that the sheep, whether 
from a clean or unclean range, are 
dipped at the stock yards before being 


shipped out, and by all means have 
them put in a car that has been dis- 


infected. If shipped directly from a 
range Which they know to be free 
from scab in a disinfected car direct 
to the farm, there will be no danger. 


If, however, they come from the stock 
yards in ordinary cars, there is more 
or less danger of infection. 

In view of the prevalence o7 scab 
in Indiana, the legislature at its last 
n made it compulsory to dip all 

sheep, and the Purdue station 


sess 


scab 

gives the following information with 
reference to the disease, which is prob 
ably not new to most of our readers 
and again may be new to some of 
them: hence, we pudlish it: 


“Scab is produced by an itch mite 
that causes itching, rubbing, pulling 
and shedding of wool, resulting in a 
bare and scabby skin. The parasite 
cannot live for any great length of 
time off the skin and does not thrive 
on any other animal. It is therefore 
possible to stamp out the disease by 
killing all mites by dipping. Solutions 
of tobacco, lime and sulphur and ar- 
senic are effective for this purpose. 
The tobacco solutions have preference. 
They may be made by taking from 20 
to 25 pounds of tobacco leaves and 
stems and soaking for one day in suf- 
ficient water to cover. Then boil for 
an hour and draw off after six hours. 
Dilute to 100 gallons. Add 20 pounas 
sulphur and use while warm. The 
lime and sulphur dip may be made 
by slacking eight pounds of lime in 
some water, adding 24 pounds of sul- 
phur and diluting to 100 gallons. It is 
troublesome to prepare the _ tobacco 
solution and is abou. as cheap to buy 


the extract ready for use. The lime 
and sulphur dip is injurious to the 
wool It requires on an average of 


one and one-half gallons of dip solu- 
tion per head for more than 25 head. 
The second dipping is necessary at 
the tenth day so that the cost of the 
material must be reckoned at about 
five to seven cents per head. The coal 
tar or creolin dips are excellent for 
ticks, but not as effective as they 
should be fe” scab. * 

A flock of scabby sheep will not only 
bring no profit to their owner, but are 
a menace to the entire neighborhood 
and the neighborhood should bring 
moral suasion enough on the owner 
to induce him to dip them not merely 
onca but twice. No man can afford 
to feed 50 cent corn either to sheep 
ticks or scab mites. 


THE TRUST AND THE BEET 
SUGAR INDUSTRY. 


The sugar trust has openly de- 
clared war on the beet sugar indus- 
try by reducing the price of refined 
sugar in the sugar beet country. The 
beet sugar factories produce refined 
sugar: the sugar trust refines raw 
sugar: hence the beet sugar industry 
is a competitor, and the only com- 
petitor, to the sugar trust, and in cut- 


ting prices one and one-half cent per 
pound over much of the beet sugar 
couniry and a still further cut on the 


Pacific coast, the trust is aiming to 
prevent the United States from pro- 
ducing its own sugar. The sugar bill 
of the United States is not far from 
$100,000,000 per year. ‘The home pro- 
duction of sugar would of itself in a 
comparatively few years make the 


United States financially independent 


to a much greater extent than it 1s 
now of the other nations of the world 
and if continued permanently would 
result in making it the creditor na- 
tion of the world. 

The aim of the department of agri- 
culture ever since Secretary Wilson 
took hold of it has been to make the 
United States self-sustaining in the 
point of sugar production. It has 
evidently been only a question of time 
When the sugar trust should stand 
squarely in the way of the accom- 


Plishment of this great purpose. Sugar 
after all is a carbon and _ carbon 
comes altogether from the air. The 
$90,900,000 we pay for sugar is paid 
ly for air trapped by the leaves 
of the sugar beet and, therefore, there 
is no reason why we should pay $90,- 


simp 


109.000 every year for air which 
Passed over us before it struck Ger- 
Many, France or Russia. We may 
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as well barrel up this air on its pas- 
sage and save money. 

We have never strongly advocated 
the culture of sugar beets in the 
states of Iowa, Kansas, Missouri and 
Illinois, for the reason that Iowa 
farmers do not like to bend their 
backs and can raise so many other 
things without bending their backs 
that in common parlance they “don’t 
have to.” Most of these states lie out 
of the sugar belt. There is, nowever, 
a very wide section of the country, 
extending from New York, along the 
lakes, through Minnesota, Dakota, 
northern Nebraska and skirting the 
Rocky mountains on both sides, where 
farmers cannot do so many things and 
keep a straight back as they can in 
the corn and grass states, and it is 
to their profit and the profit of the 
whole country to grow sugar beets. 
They can grow them to better advan- 


tage than we can because they have 
the climate. They can employ labor 


that will bend its back. Why not, 
therefore, give every encouragement 
to the development of this industry 
that means so much to the nation as 
a whole? Why should the sugar 
trust be permitted to strike down this 
industry? Who are the sugar trust, 
anyhow? And what have they ever 
done toward the development of the 
resources of the country? What have 
they not done to debauch congress? 
Is it not about time to change the 
tariff so that these fellows may not 
have the means to corrupt legislators 
and interfere with the development of 
a great and growing industry? In- 
stead of plums in the shape of pre- 


ferential tariffs they should have 
stripes, well laid on and plenty of 
them. Give the beet sugar men a 


fair chance; they do not ask any fa- 
vors. 

We have always opposed bounties 
to the beet sugar industry, because 
we think any industry that has to 
be propped up by special favors, 
whether in a city or nation, Is neces- 
sarily an exotic. We see no reason 
why we should give bounties to the 
sugar trust which produces nothing 
whatever. If it requires a modifica- 
tion of the tariff to take the fangs 
out of the trust, then let us modify, 
and while we are in the modifying 
business let us take the fangs out of 
some other trusts which have grown 
fat at the expense of the people and 
whose little finger is often more pow- 
erful about Washington than the far- 
mer’s loins. 





THE LIABILITY OF DELINQUENT 
SUBSCRIBERS. 


The season of the year is approach- 
ing when farmers select their read- 
ing matter for the year, whether in 
agricultural or other lines, and it 
will not be long until we begin to 
receive letters from them wanting to 
know what is their liability for un- 
paid subseriptions. \,e hope by stat- 
ing our views on the subject in ad- 
vance to avoid the necessity of this 
class of correspondence. 

The liability rests on a contract, 
and without a contract, either ex- 
pressed or implied, there can be no 
liability on the part either of pub- 
usher or subscriber. If the sub- 
scriber pays for the paper in advance, 
the publisher is bound to send the 
paper for the time for which sub- 
scription is made, and is liable if he 
do not do so. He may not even sub- 
stitute another paper unless it is rec- 
ognized by the subscriber as of equal 
value. 

If a man subscribes for a definite 
time, with a clear and definite under- 
standing that the paper is to continue 
thereafter until stopped or forbidden, 
the subseriber is certainly under ob- 
ligation to pay. This is the contract. 
In this respect it is exactly on @ par 
with what are known as the “tf” ad- 
vertisements; that is, advertisements 
that are ordered by the advertiser 
to run until forbidden. ‘This much is 
clear. 

If he subseribes and pays for a 
year or less time and after its expir- 
ation the paper is continued, the 
question at once arises as to the sub- 
seriber’s — liability. Papers’ which 
continually force their circulation on 
the publie allege that the subscriber 


under obligation and point to a 
notice, substantially as follows, us- 


ually kept standing at the head of 
the editorial page, as evidence of the 
contract: 

“Responsible subseribers will con- 
tinue to receive this journal until the 
publishers are notified by letter to 
discontinue, when all arrearages must 
be paid. If you do not wish the jour- | 
nal continued for another year after 















your subscription has expired, you 
should then notify us to discontinue 
it.” 

It will be observed that this is 
standing matter, usually set in small- 
est type in the office, and like the fine 
print in an insurance policy, or at 
«le bottom of a note in bank, is in- 
tended to be read by the smallest 
number possible. If it can be shown 
that the farmer distinctly reads this 
and accepts his paper on those terms, 
tuen he is morally and legally bouna. 
Otherwise, it is simply a proposition 
which has not been accepted and is 
of no binding force whatever. ‘lheie 
has been a contract between these 
parties; that contract expired, say 
January Ist. ‘The publisher is anx- 
ious to renew it and by printing a 
proposed contract and holding it to 
be in foree, unless repudiated by the 


reader, he tries to trap him into a 
new one by continuing to send the 


paper and then pleading the common 
law principle. 

It is customary at this point to 
cite a number of rules said to be de- 
termined by the court and based on 
ine principle of common law, that no 
man can accept valuable’ services 
from or use the property of another 
without becoming financially liavle 
for the full value of that service or 
property. The common law doctrin« 
is sound enough, but it certainly does 
not apply in this particular case and 
the rulings, so-called, are not laws 
of congress, which has enacted no 
laws whatever on the subject, nor 
the rulings of the postotnce depart- 


inent, but pure fiction, framed for 
the purpose of scaring subscribers 


under threat of suit to pay for what 


they have never agreed to pay and 
are under no obligation whatever. 


Some of these papers are fond of il- 
lustrating their position in this way, 
substantially as tollows: 

“If a farmer

pound of it, unless | can prove that 
vie corn was distinctly senu as a gift. 
If a tramp enters a farmer's hay 
field and pitches on a load of hay, 
unless he is distinctly forbidden to do 
so, or notified beforehand that the 
work will not be paid for, the tramp 
can recover pay for his labor in a 
court of law. A good many well! in- 
formed people do not know these sim- 
ple principles of the law of property.”’

We may not be well informed, but 
to us this seems a most flagrant vio- 
lation of the common law principle. 
If a neighboring farmer pitches off 
a load of corn in my pasture and my 
cattle eat it, am | obliged to pay him 


for the corn? If they founder, can 
{ not sue him for damages? If a 
tramp comes into my meadow and 


without my permission cuts down an 
acre of grass, or into my timber and 
cuts up a cord of wood, without my 
knowledge, can | not recover for tres- 
pass and damage if he is worth it? 
Wherein does this differ in principle 


from the man who forces on the 


farmer a newspaper for which he 
never subscribed, or for which he 
subscribed and paid for a certain 


period, which has expired? It may 
ve true that the postmaster has put 
1c in his box, that he has without 
looking received it with his other pa- 
pers and carried it home, or that his 
children or his neighbors may have 


brought it out to him. Does that 
constitute a use of the paper? He 
may never read it. He may browse 


over it as a matter of curiosity and 
leave it for his wife to put on the 
shelves in the pantry. Does that con- 
stitute a use of the paper in any true 
The fact that the proposi- 
tion has been made to regard his si 
lence as an acquiescence in the pro- 
posed contract does not constitute a 
contract any more than the fine 
print on the unsigned note consti- 
tutes an obligation to pay the note.

The editors of country newspapers 
may well adopt this system, and gen- 
erally do, for they are supposed to 


be personally acquainted with most 
of their subscribers and have easy 
means of knowing their financial 


standing, but it is entirely differ+¢m 
with papers of state-wide and inter- 
state circulation. The country editor 


never thinks of holding the sub- 
seriber legally responsible, but sin- 


ply trusts him and takes his chances, 
and stops sending the paper to men 
whom he does not think will pay. The 
fact is, the entire custom is adcpted 
by some agricultural papers simply 
as a means of foreing circulation and 
giving color to the utterances of the 
circulation liar. 

Great numbers of cases 
to our knowledge where the paper 
has been sent without any contract 
or semblance of a contract; not even

a 10-cent subseription for the three 
months preceding January Ist. The 
paper is allowed to run a year or 
more, then comes a dun. If the farm- 
er does not pay, it comes a year 
longer, then is placed in the hands 
o. a dunning association, Which us- 
ually charges about 50 per cent. ‘Lhe 
publisher regards all he gets out of 
it as merely a pick-up. 

The remedy is entirely in the sub- 
seriber’s own hands. About this time 
of year he should look over all his 
papers, examining carefully the tabs 
on each one. If the tab shows that 
he is a debtor and he does not want 
the paper, let him send a postal card 
to the publisher saying “Stop” and 
underscore it about three times. Then 
instruct the postmaster under no 
circumstances to put the paper in 
his box. If he has accepted it with 
ithe understanding that he is to pay 
ior it, let him pay up for it quickly 
unless he wishes it to continue. 
Thereafter subscribe only for  pa- 
pers, whether in the county or out of 
‘(, that stop when the time is out, 
Farmers are perpetually complaining 
of the poor quality of their agricul- 
tural papers. ‘Lhey themselves are 
to blame. So long as they allow pa- 
pers to be forced on them in any of 
the above mentioned ways, just so 
long must they expect to have their 
center tables tilled with trash. Kick 
all these papers of forced circulation 
out of the front door and when they 
come around to the back door, un- 
der the guise of sample copies, give 
them another. 

The farmer no longer wants merely 
reading in the shape of an agricul- 
tural paper. Ile wants instruction, 


definite, positive and valuable sug- 
vestions and advice in the line of 


his business. ‘This cannot be given 
except by men who have made the 
subject a matter of lifelong study 
and have personal experience in the 
business. ‘The publisher who em- 
ploys this kind of talent must have 
pay for his paper, and the easiest 
and simplest way is to pay for it in 
advance. Ile cannot afford to have 
ten thousand men all over the coun 
try indebted to him for smal] sums. 
[he fact that a paper requires pay 


in advance and stops when the time 
is out affords a fair presumption 
that it has value. ‘the faet that it 


does not require pay in advance and 
hot stop when the time is out 
is all-suflicient evidence that it is of 
doubtful value. 

Let the farmers adopt this rule of 
paying in advance and stopping when 
the time is out and they will relieve 
themselves of a whole lot of bother 
and vexation. Wallaces’ Farmer 
adopted this rule from the very first, 
believing it was the only sound and 
safe method of condueting business. 
its success should lead — intelligent 
publishers to adopt the same rule, 
and the farmers should help them by 
insisting on the adeption of this ru'e

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An Interesting Missouri Experiment 
In Cattle Feeding. 

Prof. Waters of the Missouri State 
Board of Agriculture is 
credit by the farmers of the west for 
the timely publication in the Septem 
ber bulletin of his

the last two years in feeding cattle 
using only such feeds as cin be grown 
on the farm 

In December, 1899, he put on feed 
three lots of steers, four in each tot, 
as nearly alike as possible, and fed 
them to April, 119 days. One lot was 
fed on corn and timothy imay; another 
on corn and cow pea hay, and a third 
on corn, clover hay and corn fodder. 
The lot on corn and timothy hay con 
sumed 166 bushels of corn, 3,813 
pounds of roughness, made a total gain 
of 802 pounds, or an average of 1.69 
pounds per day. They required 11.51 
pounds of grain per pound of gain 
and made 4.87 pounds of gain for every 
bushel of corn consumed. Those fed 
on corn and cow pea hay consumed 18s 
bushels of corn, 3,662 pounds of 
roughness, made a total gain of 1,2 
ponds, ar average gain of 2.64 pounds 
per day, required 8.31 pounds of corn 
per pound of gain, and made a gain 
of 6.74 pounds per bushel of corn 
consumed. The lot fed on corn, clover 
hay and corn fodder consumed 185 
pounds of corn, 1,626 pounds of clover 
hay, 1,889 pounds of corn fodder, made 
a total gain of 917 pounds, an average 
gain per day of 1.94 pounds, required 
11.29 pounds of grain per pound of 
gain, and made 4.96 pounds of gain 
per bushel of corn. 

It will be noticed that the mixture oi 
corn, clover hay and corn fodder pro 
duced practically the same results as 
corn and timothy hay They ate 1% 
bushels more corn, but consumed less 
roughness than those eating timothy, 
made a greater daily gain, required 
a little less grain per pound of gain 
and made ahout one-tenth pound more 
Zain per bushel of corn. ‘This so tat 
goes to show that clover hay and corn 
fodder mixed half and half is a bette: 
balance to a corn ration than timothy 
hay, but not equal to cow pea hay. 

The second trial was made January 
6, 1901, ending April 16, 105 days, and 
was made on five lots with four 
steers in each lot. The first lot, fed on 
corn and timothy hay, consumed 157.5 
bushels of corn and 2,450 pounds of 
hay, made a total gain of 789 pounds, 
an average gain per steer of 1.97 
pounds per day, required 11.19 pounds 
of grain per pound of gain and gave 
5 pounds of gain for every bushel of 
corn, practically duplicating the re- 
sult of the first year’s experiment. 
The second lot was fed corn and clover 
hay, consumed 176.2 bushels of corn, 
4,768 pounds of hay, made a total 
gain of 1,135 pounds, an average gain 
of 2.84 pounds per day, required but 
8.69 pounds of corn per pound of gain, 
or 6.44 pounds of gain per bushel of 
corn, showing that clover hay is in ev- 
ery way a better balance for corn 
fed to steers than timothy hay. 

The third lot was fed corn and cow 
pea hay and consumed 175.3 bushels 
of corn, 4,783 pounds of cow pea hay, 
made a total gain of 1,134 pounds, 
in average gain of 2.84 pounds per 
lay, required 8.65 pounds of corn per 
pound of gain and gained 6.47 pounds 
per bushel of corn fed. In other 
words, the results were practically 
identical in every respect with those 
fed clover hay; or to vary the expres-

There is something in all this worth 
the study of the farmers in the corn 
belt. The lesson which we driw fron 





> that (he farmer and cattle feedei 
needs some kind of flesh forming 
roughage such as cow pea hay, clover 
or timothy, to balance his corn ration 
when feeding it to two-year-old steers. 
This he can obtain only by growing 
legumes. He can make a much larg- 
er use of corn fodder and wheat straw 
than he has heretofore supposed pos- 
sible and still get far better results 
than can be obtained by feeding high- 
priced timothy hay. We must do the 
best we can this year, but next year 
let us see to it that if we cannot grow 
clover or alfalfa, we will grow cow 
peas, soy beans or some other crop 
that will take their place. Nothing 
fits into the average farm, however, 
as well as clover when it grows well, or 
on the irrigated farm as well as alfal- 
fa; but where these cannot be grown 
the next best thing is the cow pea, 
which can be grown anywhere south 
of the northern line of Iowa, if the 
farmer will sow the earlier kinds, and 
which can be grown as a catch crop 
when other crops have failed 


The Farmers and the Grain 
Dealers. 

We publish elsewhere in this issue 
a communication from an apparently 
irate grain dealer on the methods of 
co-operation recommended by this pa- 
per, and do so the more gladly be- 
cause it gives us an opportunity to 
say something of the proper relation 
of grain dealers and mén engaged in 
kindred lines of business to the farm- 
ing community. 

Our fundamental proposition is that 
primarily the business of grain deal- 
ers aud all others engaged in the dis- 
tribution of all farm and other prod- 
ucts is to serve the public, and the 
proof that they are periorming this 
service properly is that they serve 
the public better than the public can 
possibly serve itself. The agricultur- 
al newspaper business, to which our 
correspondent refers, is no exception to 
this rule. If any other organization 
an furnish a better paper at the 
same price or can give the public as 
good service at a lower price, Wal- 
lace’s Farmer will conclude that it 
does not understand its own business 
and will not complain. 

If a man or combination of men who 
make any particular business their 
study cannot render more efficient 
service than men who are following 
some other kind of business, then their 
usefulness is past and they should 
retire. If, therefore, as our correspon- 
dent alleges, “any farmer having a 
car of grain can place it on the mar- 
ket and realize nearly, if not fully, as 
much as the merchant,” the elevator 
with which he deals certainly does not 
understand its business. If elevators 
allow conditions to exist where the 
scoop shovel man can load a car of 
grain and ship it as cheap, or nearly 
as cheap, as the man with the dump 
elevators and cleaners can do it, then 
they are evidently charging the public 
too much for their services. 

We advise the farmer, as a rule, 
to stick to his own business and keep 
out of all others, but if elevators con- 
duct their business so loosely or charge 
profits for their services so excessive 
that the farmers can serve themselves 
better, certainly they have the right 
to do themselves the best service. If 
an organization of farmers can be 
formed that will do themselves better 
than the organized elevators 
can do, all that is required of the cle- 
vators is to get a better understanding 
of their business or go out of business. 
There is something wrong when the 
man with a scoop shovel can load 
grain into a car and ship it with as 
much profit as by emptying it in the 
dump of the elevator.

establish co-operative elevators to pro- 
tect themselves. Combinations _ sel- 
dom succeed permanently. Where one 
elevator can do the business of a sta- 
tion, a second one is a damage to the 
entire community. Whether another 
can be successfully established or not 
depends on whether the one is satis- 
fied with a reasonabie profit and does 
the business at a rate which 
will render the establishment of 


another, whether by farmers’ or 
others, a losing business. The 
same rule applies all along’ the 
line. Just and fair treatment and 


only a reasonable profit, together with 
up-to-date machinery, will give any 
elevator the monopoly of the business. 
'f it abuses this monopoly to extort, 
it will be time to look out for the 
sharpest competition. We never knew 
or heard of farmers starting any kind 
of co-operative business unless there 
Was a good reason for it, and that 
reason furnished by men who had ex- 
perience in the business. There is no 
danger of the scoop shovel succeeding 
unless the dump is improperly man- 
aged. 

In pointing out to the farmers how 
to co-operate, we are really doing the 
elevators a better service than they 
seem to appreciate. There is no dan- 
ger of the farmers even attempting 
to handle their grain if the elevators 
do the fair thing by them. It is the 
handling of a great volume of busi- 
ness on a small per cent of profit 
that determines the success of every 
business enterprise. The difference 
between the cost to the elevator in 
handling a car load of grain and the 
cost to the farmer would in_ itself 
be a reasonable profit provided the 
business was of sufficient magnitude. 


A Word to the Boys. 


Corn is the most valuable crop that 
your father grows on the farm. Pro- 
fessor Shamel will have a good deal 
to say to you through the Farmer 
on the subject of corn growing and 
corn breeding.

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Dr. Salmon on Imported Cattle. 
Dr. Salmon, chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, Department of 
Agriculture, has recently published 
Bulletin No. 32 of that division on the 
ubject of “The Tuberculin Test of 
Imported Cattle.” The bulletin is a 
defense of the position of the depart- 
ment in refusing to admit importa- 
tions of cattle intended for breeding 
stock or dairy purposes unless tested 
with tuberculin. The regulations of 
the department require that “All cat- 
tle over six months old imported into 
the United States after March 1, 1900, 
which are subject to quarantine and 
except as otherwise provided shall be 
tested with tuberculin.” And with 
importations from Canada “A certifi- 
eate for cattle over six months old 
for breeding purposes and of milch 
cows must also show that they have 
been submitted to the tuberculin test 
an? found free from tuberculosis, giv- 
ing the date of testing, with the chart 
of reaction, and a description of the 
cattle with age and markings.” 
Interpreting the above, Dr. Salmon 
says: “The effect of these regula- 
tions is that all cattle over six months 
old imported for breeding purposes or 
for milk production must be tested 
with tuberculin, and, if found by this 
test to be affected with tuberculosis, 
they must be excluded under the act 
of August 30, 1890, which prohibits 
the importation of animals which are 
diseased or infected with any  dis- 
ease, or which shall have been ex 
posed to such infection within sixty 
days next before their importation.” 
These regulations have been vigor- 
ously attacked by some of the agri- 
cultural papers and by firms engaged 
in the importation of live stock and 
this bulletin is a defense of the posi- 
tion taken by the department. In 
making this defense, among other 
things, Dr. Salmon takes up the ques- 
tion of the prevalence of tuberculosis 
among the cattle of foreign countries 
and particularly answers the objec 
tion that there is no evidence that 
cattle offered from the beef breeds of 
Great Britain are dangerous, hence 
no necessity for the regulations. To 
meet this objection, Dr. Salmon takes 
up the report of the Royal Commis- 
sion appointed in Great Britain in 
1894, and which reported in 1895. 
After giving statistics of the Copen- 
hagen slaughter houses, where 17.7 


per cent of the oxen and cows were 
found to be tuberculous, and of the 
Berlin houses, where 15.1 per cent 
were found to be tuberculosis, the com- 
mission goes on to say, “we have 
reason to think that the facts about 
tuberculous animals would exhibit a 


broad resemblance to the foregoing if 
such records could be obtained.” 

In 1896 a second Royal Commission 
was appointed to inquire into the ad- 
ministrative procedures for control- 
ling danger to man from the use as 
food of the meat and milk of tuber- 
culous animals. This commission re- 
ported in 1898 as follows: “One very 
serious feature in the distribution of 
this disease is its prevalence among 
high class pedigree stock.” 

Dr. Salmon then gives returns made 
to the Royal Veterinary College show- 
ing that in one case 26 per cent of 
animals tested reacted, in another 40, 
in another 20, ete., making it very 
clear that there is serious danger

from the importation of beef cattle 
of the improved breeds unless the 
tuberculin test is insisted upon as well 
as quarantine. 

One of the most interesting features 
of this report is the proof it fur- 
nishes of the very limited extent to 
which tuberculosis exists in the com- 
mon stock of the United States. We 
quote: “In the Federal inspection of 
the United States the percentage of 
condemnations for tuberculosis in cat- 
tle in the year ended June 30, 1900, 
was 0.0976,” or about one-ninth of the 
amount existing in Queensland, and 
among hogs about one-fourth of the 
above percentage and about one-eighth 
of thi. existing in Queensland. “At 
present our condemnations are about 
one-tenth of one per cent, amounting, 
with 5,000,000 cattle, the number an- 
nually inspected, to 5,000 carcasses.” 

We have dealt with the subject at 
length because we wish to impress 
once more upon the minds of our 
breeders of the improved breeds of 
cattle the necessity of concerted ac- 
tion such as we have outlined in 
articles published heretofore. We 
have shown that by the adoption of 
the Bang method, that is, by the use 
of the tuberculin test, the separation 
of the diseased from the clean herds, 
the breeding of the diseased until it 
is expedient to fatten them for mar- 
ket, the disease can be weeded out of 
any herd with no great loss to the 
breeder; in fact, with profit. There 
is no use in concealing the fact that 
tuberculosis does prevail to a greater 
or less extent in many herds. If 
breeders will adopt the above method 
and sell no cattle for breeding pur- 
poses except subject to the tuberculin 
test, the advanced prices which farm- 
ers will be willing to pay will more 
than compensate for the loss conse- 
quent on the application of the Bang 
method. We have considered this 
matter quite thoroughly for a couple 
of years and have come to the delib- 
erate conclusion that this is the only 


way of safety, and all that is neces- 
sary is for a few of the leading breed 
ers to adopt it and advertise that 


every animal sold for breeding pur- 
poses must stand the tuberculin test. 
If but a half a dozen leading breeders 
would take this stand, the rest would 
be compelled to follow, and these half 
dozen would be entitled in the future 
to be considered public benefactors. 
We would not urge this so earnestly 
were we not thoroughly convinced 
that this method is thoroughly prac- 


tical and profitable alike to the cat- 
tle breeders at large and in the end 
to the individual breeders who have 


the courage to adopt this method. 

We have heretofore opposed the 
proposed stamping out of the disease 
by compulsory slaughter. We _ be 
lieved it unnecessary and impractical] 
The experience of the eastern states 
which listened to the rantings of some 
half baked veterinarians has _ con- 
firmed our conclusions. We have 
earnestly opposed the laws quarantin- 
ing cattle passing from one state to 
another as impractical and useless 
and more damaging to the live stock 
interests than tuberculosis itself. We 
can, therefore, with greater effect 
urge the adoption by leading breeders 
of the method which Dr. Bang has 
found so efficient in herds in Europe 
and which has been conducted with 
equal success for the past three years 
by Mr. Edwards at Rockland, Canada. 
We have visited his herd and know 
exactly what we are talking about, 
and if only half a dozen breeders in 
the United States will adopt the same 
method, which can be done, it is true. 
with some expense and a good deal of 
trouble, but successfully, the exist 
ence of tuberculosis among cattle of 
the United States will only be a mat 
ter of a few years. 

We believe that we have less tuber: 
culosis among our improved _ beef 
breeds than any country in the world. 
We have only about one-ninth of the 
tuberculosis among our common cat 


tle that prevails in countries like 
Queensland, where cattle are kept 
under similar conditions to our own 
Why should not, therefore, the lead 
ing breeders as one man adopt the 
only. safe and on the whole not ex 
pensive way which Dr. Bang, of 
Copenhagen. has pointed out? Gen

The Indiana university at Purdue has re-

The agricultural building at the St. 
Louis exposition, which will be held to 
commemorate the Louisiana Purchase, will 
be the largest building in the world if 
the present plans are carried out. The 
building will be 2,000 feet long and 7uUv 
feet wide and will have a total tloor space 
of thirty-two acres. Since the great 
Louisiana territory has been developed 
mainiy by agriculture, it is but fitting that 
the agricultural end of the show should 
be the most elaborate of any.

The 
two heifers are choice individuals and 
are descended from Black Prince of 
Orumlanrig, the premier Galloway bull of 
modern times. He was never defeated in 
the show ring and $4,500 was offered and 
refused for him when he was upwards of 
eleven years of age. Mr. Platt has per 
haps the largest herd ot Galloways in the 
world and these two heifers are the choice 
of his large herd 

A Washington dispatch says: “The 
census report on school, militia and voting 
ages for all states and territories shows 
the following summary for the country as 
a whole: 

“Persons of school age, 5 to 20 years, 
26,110,788, of whom 24,897,130 are native 
born, 22,490,211 are white and 13,086,160 
are males; males of militia age, 16,360. 
363, of whom 13,132,280 are native born 
and 14,945,396 are white; and males of 
voting age, 2 1.819, of whom 16,227, 
are native born and 19,,036,143 are white 
Of the total number of males 21 years of 
age and over 2,326,255 are illiterate. 

“Of the 16,227 5 native-born males 21 
years of age and over 1,706,293 are illit 
erate. and of the 5,102,534 foreign-born 
620,002 are illiterate. Native white males 
of voting age who are of foreign parent- 
age show a relative increase in their pro 
portion since 1890, while the colored males 
of voting age have increased throughout 
the northern and western sections, with a 
few exceptions like California, where there 
has been a large decrease in Chinese pop 
ulation.” 

The Corn Growers’ and Stockmen’s con- 
vention of the Illinois farmers interested 
in corn growing and live stock will be held 
at the University of Illinois the last two 
weeks in January, 1902. The convention 
will organize with its own officers and dis 
cuss the questions pertaining to these two 
subjects. Classes will be conducted’ by 
members of the University faculty and 
others, especially in the afternoon sessions. 
Last winter was an unexpected success and 
everything bids fair fur a large atten 
dance the coming year. 

At a meeting of the Building Commit 
tee of the Board of Trustees held at 
Ames, the contract was tet for the erec 
tion of a feeding shed 140 feet long by 
24 feet wide, for $1,740. This will be 
used as temporary quarters to continue the 
experimental work in stock feeding during 
the winter. The remainder of the money 
obtained from the executive council will 
be used to buy feed to replace the loss 
by fire. Some erroneous statements have 
appeared in the press dispatches concern 
ing the origin of the recent fire at the 
college which destroyed the two barns and 
some feeding sheds. There was no feed 
cooker in or near the barns and never 
had been. There is no clew whatever as 
to the origin of the fire.

Better bend the 
ends that extend through the plank 
so they cannot work out. Now make 
the stakes for putting in the staples 


as shown in the picture. We used 
old rails, which are good for that 
purpose. Put the stakes in and nail 


them to the girder bolted on the high 


posts at proper height. We used a 
six-inch pine board = and nailed 


through the board into the stakes. 
When after 


long use in winter ie 
manure gets deep in front of the 


rack, small cattle may jump into the 
rack. We prevent this by putting an- 
other board lengthwise about half 
way down the stakes. We took it off 
this fall for the convenience’ of 
horses, so it does not show in the 
picture. This is the best rack we 
have ever seen. Hay, fodder, ear 
corn, shelled corn, oats or meal can 


be fed in it and if made tight will do 
for a trough. The rack is 56 inches 
wide, stakes five feet long, top of 
front plank three feet from ground, 
seven and one-half feet to top of 
stake, stakes sixteen inches apart. 
Better make ends tight the rack 
ean easily be made double’ with 
stakes for both sides, in which case 
the floor should have a double slope 
and be six to seven feet wide.

The farmer who is raising hogs has a 
certain ideal in mind for which he is breed 


ing, and which he considers is produc 
ing the most money for the cost. The 
packer, also, has a particular type which 


his purpose. 
have a type 


he finds the most valuable for 

These two classes should 
of hog in common, so far as is possible 
to develop and produce it, for the simple 
reason that the packer will pay the most 
money for just the thing he wants, and, 
inversely, the farmer will realize the best 
selling price on that thing that comes 
closest to the purchaser's needs. 

The packer wants a hog that will give 
him the most product at the least waste. 
Generally speaking, the hog that will dress 
away the least is the one the packer will 
pay the most per hundred weight for. 

There are a few outward things that the 
packer considers are indications of the 
sort of hog he wants. In the first place, 
he wants a small head. This means the 
minimum amount of waste. We are us- 
ing “waste” in a general sense and mean 
by it a portion of the hog that, when 
dressed, will bring considerably less than 
what it cost live weight. 

Small legs are very much 
eause the smaller the legs the less the 
loss in packing. To illustrate. Yesterday's 
best hogs sold at $6.90 per hundred weight.

but when you cut up the legs are worth 
only about $1.70 per hundred weight. In 
round numbers the feet and legs cost the 
packer something like four times what 
he sells them at. Obviously, then, the 
less leg a hog has, the less loss to the 


packer,: and the more he is willing to pay 
for the hog. 

A man cannot afford to raise stuff the! 
is very much different from what he the 
best selling hogs are. I believe facts will 
hear out the statement that the pure bred 
hog, or a cross of well bred hogs come 
the closest to the packer’s needs, and the 
producer's profits, of anything on the mar- 
kets.—C. R. Reynolds in Drovers Journal.

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The Shredding Problem. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

In your of October 11 you 
ask for information as to the cost of 
shredding corn fodder year I 
had 30 acres and the cost, as near as 
i can estimate, was as follows: Ma- 
coal, $10; hauling and 
cther help, $20, making a total of 
$63, or a little more than $2 per acre. 
SuLtracting the cost of husking ih 
the shock by hand, which would not 
be less than a dollar 
have a little over a dollar per acre 
as cost of shredding. I have omitted 
the cost of board of help, as it varies 
under different conditions. 

fhe cost could be greatly reduced 
by enough men in a neighborhood to 
make a crew to change work going 
in together on a machine and hiring a 
thresher engine to run it. We knew 
of one bired last year for $4 per day, 
evgineer included. ‘The only cash ex- 
pense then is for coal and. engine 
hire. The shredder can be purchased 
‘or about $200. If eight men went in 
icgevtier the cost would be but $25 
per man and the machine would du 
their work for years. This I believe 
to be ile cheapest method. The 'n- 
creused value of the fodder and the 
euse of feeding will mony tmes ve- 
pay the cost of shredding.

Figuring $1.50 per day for a 
man and $1.50 for a team, with one 
man in the barn, if nine acres are 
shredded the day’s expense would be 
$31.50 (not counting the board of the 
men), which will be $3.50 per acre. 
We pay 75 cents per acre for cutting 
and furnish one team.

live men will snock and tie it—eight 
to ten acres per day. The twine cost 
me this year 20 cents per acre, and 
when ten acres per day are cut the 
expense, not counting board of men, 
would be $1.35 per acre, making a 
total with corn in the crib and fod- 
der in the barn (if stacked outside, 
two men will stack it easily) of $5.05 
per acre, or $3.36 per ton. 

But we feel that it is too high. The 
modern shredders I have seen claim 
more capacity than they really have. 
It took the threshing machine man- 
ufacturers thirty to forty years to 
perfect the up-to-date machine. 
Shredding is an exact counterpart of 
threshing, but it looks now as though 

° 
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the shredder factories had started on 
a thirty years’ jaunt at the farmers’ 
expense. We only use the ones we 
have now because there are no better 
ones. A man who will feed one of 
them a day and cannot tell why they 
are a failure must be blind, and the 
first machine in the field with the de- 
fect remedied will simply sweep the 
rest out of the market. 

Please warn your readers to not 
shred too much in one place unless it 
is wel] dried. When it is possible to 
wring the juice out of one stalk in

Gur Weekly Chicago Market Letter. 

Wheat has sold down in price, sdles 
showing a reduction of several cents from 
the quotations of a year ago. Heretofore 


the avy exports of wheat and flour from 
An an ports reported every week since 
the st of July have operated to dimin 
ish the force of the large crop of the 
Uni:ed States. The world’s production of 
wh this year was smaller than last 
year, and the reserves are smaller, but 
the feeling is bearish at present, and it 
is ficult to put prices higher. Later 
on owever, it is likely that wneac wm 
ra and sell at a higher range of prices. 
To a considerable extent the shortage of 
the orn crop is a bullish factor so far 
as wheat is concerned. Corn still sells 
at gh prices, although the advance has 
ea d a material reaction in the ex 
pot from this countr}. Farmers have 
sold off a great deal of live stock, owing 
to e dearness of corn and other feed, 
and the lessened amount to be fed to 
ate will undoubtedly make quite a dif 
ferenee in the end, but for all that tne 


new crop is sure to bring high figures. 
Sales for cash are made of No. 2 wheat 
around 70 cents a bushel; No. 2 corn 
around 564 cents, and No. 2 oats around 
86 nts. 

rhere is going to be a decided scarcity 
of apples on account of the short crop. 
TI last estimate of the American apple 


erop is about 23,000,000 barrels, as against 
$x.000,000 barrels last year, and 70,000,000 
burvels tWo years ago. Apples are selling 


in hiecago fully 25 per cent higher than 
last year. The Canadian and eastern 
erops are either a failure or very light, 


but in the southwest the orchards pro 
duced well. Kansas and Missouri are fur 
nishing most of the apples for this mar 
ket at the present time, there being a 


bad shortage in Michigan, a state that 
is usually a large supplier to this maz 
ket There is a@ good demand at $2.00 to 
$4.50 per barrel. 

liogs have been marketed with greatly 
increased freedom of late, owing, in all 
probability, to a prevailing conviction 
among farmers that prices are bound to 
go much lower and that it is best to mar 
ket their droves before prices suffer a 
further slump. The poor quality of the 
g! majority of the hogs coming goes 
to show that the supply of matured hogs 
is no longer ample, and not until the last 
“crop” of pigs matures will there be an 
abundance of good, fat hogs of strong 
weights. The range of prices is extremely 
wide, and the very small percentage of 
choice heavy packing hogs now being 
shipped in find purchasers at a substantial 
premium over the quotations for the great 
bulk of the offerings. Even at the ma- 
rially reduced prices, hogs are still 
bringing much better prices than at cor 
responding dates in previous years, and 
go back to 1893 to find a time 
when pric were higher than those now 
paid Provisions have followed the same 
course as hogs, the packers doing all in 
their power to depress the product in 
order to assist in forcing a decline in 
hogs Hogs sell at $5.40 to $6.10. 

There has been no abatement in the 
general demand for cattle. but buyers have 
be rather exacting, and while good lots 
sold all right, the numerous droves of 
undesirable cattle declined in value on 
days when the receipts were larger than 
usual Only a small percentage of the 
rings grade high, and the _ choicest 
beeves command the hignest prices paid 
t any time during the present year. The 
( est cattle are being kept back for the 
( stmas holiday trade, and careful man 
agers are particular not to ship in too 
many medium grades, as such cattle are 
bound to sell to better advantage a little 
later when the western range cattle will 
have ceased arriving. The spread in prices 
is wide, a limited number of ordinary beef 
steers selling around $3.75 to $4.00, while 
a few prime cattle find purchasers at $6.60 
to S6.85, with the greater part of the 
transactions at 85.15 to $6.40. There is 
a good traffic in stockers and feeders at 
$2.00 to $4.25. with a tmited number of 
extra choice feeders selling for $4.30 to 
$4.65. a sale being made the other dav of 
eighteen Galloway that averagdd 1014 
pounds at $4.65.

White as a Color. 


The pure white plumage of a tuwl 


is quite as difficult to obtain in per- 
fection as any of the variety colors; 
vellowish or creamy tints, also black 
specks, will show in the feathers of 
the very best strains. Often when 
the surface plumage appears white, 
the undercolor will show the creamy 
tint. This discoloration is often prev- 
alent in the quills of the wings and 
tail feathers, also in the back and just 
in front of the tail. The presence of 
the creamy or yellow tint destroys a 


specimen for either breeding or exhi- 
bition purposes. 


White fowls that have this yellow- 
ish cast in plumage are usually the 
most vigorous of the flock, while those 


that are absolutely pure white are 
often rather delicate as compared with 
the others. It is frequently the case 
that sprinklings of black will be found 
in parts of the plumage of the whitest 
specimens. These small spots of black 
look like sprinklings of pepper on 
some of the feathers. This most 
usually shows itself in wing flights or 
on back plumage. At times solid 
black feathers will show themselves; 
usually they crop out on the back or 
the body just under the wing bow.

Two Egg Records. 

We were interested lately in an ae 
count of a gentleman who has been in 
the poultry business for about a dozen 
years. When he first took his chick- 
ens seriously and kept an accurate 
egg record, he found that his hens 
laid an average of ninety-six eggs per 
bird per year. As soon as practicable 
he secured pure bred stock: by using 
trap nets he discovered and weeded 
out the “dead beat boarders” and each 
year bred only from his best layers. 
Following this plan for eight years. 
he secured an egg-laying strain which 
more than doubled the first record, 
making an average of 194.3 eggs per 
bird per year. Below we give this 
gentleman’s egg record for six months, 
and the egg record of a farm flock of 


mixed breeds for the same time. The 
farm record was given up in June 
owing to the number or hens that 
stole their nests, but apparently 
ninety-six eggs per bird per year 
would be a fair average, as they laid

Cedar Hill Jersey Farm Notes. 


To WALLACE®S’ FARMER. 

Every number of our journal has 
articles on how to best preserve our 
corn fodder, cost of shredding. et 
The cost in dollars is very light i! 
the farmer will go at it right In 
my own case I have yet to spend mj) 
first cent, outside of everyday force 
to secure the fodder crop in what ws 
think the best manner. 

First we cut the crop with a corn 
binder and as soon as dry enough the 
boys haul it to the barns and stack 
convenient to our ensilage and fod- 
der cutter. After stacking is finished 
and opportunity offers we get up 
steam in our engine and cut up a 
supply sufficient for two weeks’ or a 
month's feed. We always practice 
mixing some other roughage with thé 
fodder, such as sorghum, sheaf oats 
or peas and oats. This year we have 
a fine crop of Canada peas and oats 
to mix in, half and haif; do not husk 
corn, as we do not think it is worth 
while: cut fodder one-fourth inch long 
and for dairy herd we put a feed in 
tight box and steam for five or six 
hours. This makes it very appetizing 
anid our cows clean it up nearly as 


well as they do ensilage. 

In cause we wished to shred and 
husk our fodder, we could make 
movey outlay very small by stacking 
fodder with our own force and ther 
hay shredding machine take from 
tack; in that way the price of the 


shredder and its accompanying force 
would be our only outlay, or $1.50 per 
acre. Not only would we sve cost 
of teams but much fodder would be 
Saved, as in the rush of shredding 
the fodder is strung from field to ma 
chine 

shredde fodder is good 
pretty high price, we can 
not get results that we obtain from 
he silo cither in cost of harvestine 
or teeding value.

Northern Iowa and Illinois ani all 
the states north are short of orna- 
mental shrubs that will stand the se 
vere winters and consequent deep 
freezes. Proiessor Budd has for years 
called attention to this lack and by 
his importations done much to ren 
der beautiful the homes of men who 
have followed his suggestions 
Professor Hansen of Brookings 
South Dakota, who has been an exten- 
sive traveler in eastern countries, ha 
just issued Bulletin No. 72, in which 
will be found a description of seven 
Siberian shrubs which will, we think, 
be found hardy over the country above 
mentioned. They are as follows 


Cornus Siberica. —Native of Siberia. 


A hardy bush five teet in height. Re- 
markable for the handsome coral red 
color branches in the winter. A very 
desirable shrub for winter effect on 
the lawn. 

Caragana arboresceus.—Siberian Pea 
Tree. Native of Siberia and Manchu- 
ria. A valuable hardy shrub for or 
namenital hedges and the lawn. A 
large, somewhat thorny bush or small 
tree attaining a height in its native 
home ol fiiteen to twenis feet. 
Throughout Kuropean Russia it is a 
favorite ornamental hedge plant for 


the home grounds. In government 
forestry plantations on the Russian 
steppes it is used as a nurse tree, or, 
rather bush, because it eudures se 
vere dronuth The maximum height 
of the hedges I observed in Russia 
was fifteen to twenty feet, but the 
usual height of trimmed hedges was 
about one-third of this. The Gerinan 
name “tree like pea bush” defines the 
size better — the English vamepea 
tree.” The ame refers to the uolo 

soms which are like those of the pea 
the color. however, vellow lt isa 
member of the same family, Legumi 
nos®. In May the bush is covered 
with a profusion of blossoms. The 
locust-like foliage appears early and 
is of a lively green color. This hand- 
some shrub has proven hardy in Min 
nesota, the Dakota Manitoba and As 
sinaboia, 

Cotoneaster acutifolia First found 
by Turezaninow in the vicinity ot 
Lake Paikal: probably distributed in 
other sections of eastern Asia \ 
verv pretty shrub ith dense follage 
of neat erect habt The leaves are 
glossy, ovate pointed.

Tatarica.—Tartarian Bush 
Native of Siberia, 
Tartary and southeastern Russia. A 
bush twelve to fifteen feet in height 
which has proven perfectly hardy in 
the Dakotas, Minnesota, Manitoba and 
Assinaboia. This shrub has been in cul- 
tivation for many years and there are 
now many yarieties differing in foli- 
age, habit and blossom, all of which 
so far as tested are equally hardy. 
It is one of the first shrubs that 
should be planted by prairie settlers 
on the lawn and for ornamental 
screens and hedges. It is easily 
propagated by planting cuttings in 
the fall the same as currants and wil- 
lows. A very variable species. Un- 
der cultivation many varieties have 
appeared; all those tested here have 
proved hardy. 

Prunus nana.—Siberian Almond, 
Russian Almond, Native of lower Aus- 
tria eastward through central and 
southern Russia, the Caucasus, Si- 
beria, Dahuria and Sungaria. A low 
bush three feet in height, of neat, 
compact habit. The abundant pink 
blossoms nearly an inch across ap- 
pear very early, this year by the first 
of May.

Grass for a Walnut Grove.

A subscriber 

“I have a walnut grove of about 
nine acres that has been well tended 
for the past three summers and the 
trees are now too large to tend with 
the cultivator another year. I would 
like to know what is proper to be 
done with them. I presume the thing 
to do is to sow red clover. If so, how 
much seed would you put to the 
acre?” 


This query is something of a puz- 


zle. If the trees cover the ground 
too much for cultivation, a clover 
crop will not grow under them ond 
weeds will not grow to any serious 
extent. With past experience as a 
guide, where trees are four feet apart 
each way, the writer’s advice would 
be to let the trees have their way of 


keeping down undergrowth. Some of 
the large weeds in open spaces may be 
clipped but the smaller weeds will do 
no harm. If the trees are ten or 
twelve feet apart each way I would 
sow it to sandy vetch. In such pos:- 
tion it will hold its own by self seed 
ing until the shade is too dense. This 
will grow under partial shade where 
clover will fail and it is fully as valu 
able as a nitrogen manufacturer in the 
soil,

fat, is practically a muscle making 
food 4nd hence the cow is really pro- 
ducing muscle, or that which makes 
muscle, Hencé, in farm use, we would 
say that the ration for the dairy cow is 
reasonably certain to fit the growing 
pig, lamb, colt, or calf. 

The dairy cow requires a_ iargé 
amount of roughness in her ration. 
Cattle are built that way. The rough- 
age grown on the ordinary farm rich- 
est in flesh forming material is clover 
There is nothing better than this ex- 


cept alfalfa and we doubt whether 
there is much difference between 
clover and alfalfa grown under the 


same environment. Alfalfa grown in 
the dry sections of the west is per- 
haps 50 per cent better than clover 
grown in an ordinary season in Iow2, 
but we doubt whether there is much 
difference between Iowa grown alial.a 
and Iowa grown clover. There may 
be some. Therefore, clover hay in the 
line of roughness should be the sheet 
anchor of the dairyman in the clover 
growing country; that is, for winter 
feeding. Any kind of mixed pasture 
during the first six weeks 0. its 
growth, will furnish a balanced ra 
tion for the dairy cow and this is the 
reason why cows are in full milk in 
June. They have a balanced rat o 
that is all or nearly all. 

Corn fodder, properly cured, is the 
next best thing. It seems to give re 
sults better than the analysis woul! 
indicate, Oats straw and timothy hay 
are perhaps the next, and wheat straw 
the poorest. When corn fodder, cats 
Straw and timothy hay are given tor 

they must always be bal!l- 
some kind of grain that has 
an excess of flesh formers. What are 
these? Bran, shorts, oatmeal amo:g 
the feeds grown on the farm; and of 
purchased feeds gluten feed, gluten 
meal, 2i1 meal, and cotton-seed meal.

Rye vs Corn for Brood Sows and 
Pigs 


\n Hlinovis correspondent writes: 

“I would like to know the feeding 
value of rye for brood sows and 
shoats compare with that of corn, 
provided they are both cooked = or 
ground The price of each in this lo- 
eality i the sume, Oo cents per 
bushel.” 

There is no perceptible ditfere nce 
between the feeding value of rye and 
corn when fed to brood sows and 
shoats Professor Henry's summing 


up of the Danish experiments is as 
follows: 

“Ejord’s experiments with pigs 
show that rve has a feeding value 
abo agus to barley, and that the 
quality of pork from this grain is 
satisfactory arley and rye were 
shown to be superior to rye shorts. 
The pork from rye shorts was of an 
inferior quality, showing more 
shrinkage and being softer than that 
from rye and barley mixed,” 

Looking up the experiments in de- 
tail, we find that 17 experiments were 
made with 444 pigs on 13 different es- 
tate n two of which tndian corn 
was compared with barley or rye. 
Che grains were fed against one an- 
other in equal quantities by weight 
vith the following result: 

The average gain per day on pigs 
of the same we ivht, about 80 pounds, 
on 3.61 pounds of grain besides skim 
milk, Whey and buttermilk, when bar- 
ley or rye was fed was 1.32 pounds; 
when one-half barley or rye and one 
half corn was fed, the gain was 1.36 
pounds, while the lot fed corn gained 
daily pounds. ‘This shows practi- 
cally the same feeding value. 

We do not think, however, in the 
ease cited by our correspondent that 
we would go to the trouble of grind 
ing new corn. We would, however, 
erind the rye, and if the corn is old 
we would make a slop of the two. 
We would not cook it Work spent in 
cooking corn fer hows fs time and 
money wasted 

While we are on. this subject, it 
niay be as well to state that the drift 
of the many experiments that have 
heen mude at the different stations 
how that for brood sows, young 
pa nd shoats there is practically 
nod erence in the feeding value. the 
price being the same per hundred 
pound between wheat, rye, barley 
and corn It mild be much better 
thi o feed up all the inferior 
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to give satisfaction.

In 
estimating the price, do not figure by 
the bushel, but by the hundred 
pounds. 

In finishing hogs, however, we do 
not believe that anything at the same 
price per hundred pounds will equal 
good, sound corn, We wish, however, 


to zive a word of caution in handling 
rve. Be eareful to see that there is 
no ergot in it. What is ergot you 
say’? Spurred rye, sometimes called 
blasted rye; those long, biack grains 
which take the place of the rye 
grains. Bear in mind that this ergot 
is valuable as a medicine, but very 
dangerous as a feed. What does it 
do’ It eontains an alkaloid or sub- 
stunee the effect of which is to con- 
tract the muscular coating of the ar- 
teries, hence to decrease the circula- 
tion, and the result is perhaps abor- 
tion, but more hkely the shedding of 


the hair and the dropping off of the 


feet, or the development of dry gan- 
erene. We saw three hogs at the Ne- 
braska station last vear which had 
heen fed on a peculiar kind of moldy 
corn which had all the effect of ergot. 


Therefore, in feeding rve see that 
it is thoroughly sereened and that the

burnt. This ergot is the same sub- 
stance which appears in wild rye hav 
and which when fed exclusively to 


cattle develops gangrene and is mis- 
taken for foot and mouth disease. 


Some Hints on Pig Feeding 


Man has {fed pigs since the days of 
Moses und yet there is a good deal to 
learn in this apparently simple line o° 
farm ng One is that pigs will make 
greater growth on the same kind of 
feel, if kept diy and warm. Another 
is that they will make their best 
growth only when, (to use the word 
of old Agar with whom Solomon 


seemed to be acquainted) they are fed 


with feed “convenient” for them. By 
this Selomen no doubt would have 
meaut a balanced ration; had he been 
thinking of pig feeding. Another is 
pigs should have in the’ winter 


about the same amount of roughness 


that they take in the way of grass in 
the summer, The best roughness for 
them alfalfa hay and the next best 
clover Barring this, give them good, 
nicely cured corn fOdder or sorghum. 
This should make a saving of about 
50 per cent on the corn, or fifteen 
cents a bushel at present prices.

Wisconsin, where the inereased gain 
barely paid for the trouble. Nearly 
every other report shows that there 
was 2 loss in cooking corn for hogs. 
In eling hogs do not forget tha: 
“that which is unsavory canrot be 
eaten without salt.” This is not 
original with us It is a maxim as 
old as Job, but farmers sometimes 
forget it. even thosé who read their 
Bibles; find it a3 applicable to pig 
feeding as it is human feed'ng, for 
the palatable-ess of food has much 
to do, both with man and beat. with 
divestion 

Avother point to remember is that
